GOOD THINGS IN SEASON. 


Refreslilmr Green Vegetables—IHue- 


flsb—St raTOberrles. 


Radishes and rhubarb are nmv in 


season in many of our gardens: beets 
and turnip tops, as \vell as yoiinjr let- 
tuce, are, or ought to be, available, 
thus giving us the green vegetables re- 
quired at this season of the ywr. 


In preparing radishes as a side dish 


leave on them about an Inch of the 
stems, as this is said to make them 
more digestible. 
Heap on a dish and 


sprinkle with finely chopped ice. When 
added to a salad they should be thinly 
sliced, the scarlet edges adding a touch 
of dainty color to the dish. 


Asppvagus, as its season is compara- 


tively short, ought to be served at lea«t 
twir* a week, especially as it has a di- 
rect and very beneficial effect upon the 
kidneys. Each stalk should be scraped 
•with a dull knife, an inch of the dry 
lower end cut off, then tied in small 
bundles and boiled in salted water— 
from half to three-quarters of an hour's 
cooking will be needed. If it is to be 
served cold as a salad, it is then set 
aside. 
As a vegetable it requires a 


drawn butter sauce made wholly or in 
part with the pot liquor. 
It is also 


best to serve it on slices of toast dip- 
ped for an instant in some of the pot 
liquor before arranging on the platter. 


Shad Is slowly disappearing from 


market, and in its place comes blue- 
fish, one of the best salt water vari- 
eties for broiling and baking. In broil- 
ing this, or any large fish, the split 
halves are laid in a greased broiler, 
and the flesh side is given the longer 
cooking. 
After the first searing it is

For baking, the fish should be stuffed.

Each large berry has been 


dipped into beaten egg and rolled in 
fine stale sponge cake crumbs. 
This 


dipping and rolling are repeated; then 
the balls are plunged into smoking hot 
fat and quickly browned. 
When laid 


on a napkin, each croquet is pierced 
with a tiny ornamental skewer, and 
the dish is garnished with fresh ber- 
ries.—Table Talk. 


English Cherry Fie. • 


One cupful of lard and butter mixed, 


two cupfuls of flour and a teaspoonful 
of salt. Work the shortening into the 
flour with a knife, mix with sufficient 
ice water to hold together, handling as 
little as possible. 
Line the sides of 


a deep earthen baking dish, fill two- 
thirds full with stoned cherries, add 
two cupfuls of sugar and place a small 
cup inverted in the center of the dish. 
Cover with a thick top crust, no bot- 
tom crust being used. Spread over tho 
crust a liberal coating of lard or but- 
ter before placing in the oven. When 
done raise the crust carefully and re- 
move the cup, allowing the contents 
to flow through the pie. The juice nev- 
er boils over when confined in tl.is 
manner, as is too frequently the case 
with fruit pies.—Exchange.

WIRE ROPE FROM POMPEII. 


Hope Tramways 'Were In I'xe Two 


Hundred au«l Sixty Year.i AK». 


It is not an uncommon thin.tr iu this 


age of. advancement in industrial and 
fcnidiieerin:? matters for the pixst-nt 
day engineer to assuuie that he kuowi 
much more than his ancient brother. 
and: while this is true in many things 
it freimently liaiitie"^ thnt an my,.n. 
tion or appliance commonly believed to 
belong to modern times is found to 
have been known and used centuries 
ugo. 


Itopes made of various kinds of liber 


and leather are of very ancient date 
Kopes of palm have been found it 
Egypt in the tombs of Beni llassai 
(about 3000 H. (,'.), and on the walls ot 
these tombs is also shown the proc 
of preparing hemp. 
In a tomb at 


Thebes of the time of Thotmes III 
(about ItJOO B. C.) is a group represent- 
ing the process of twisting thongs ot 
leather and the method of cuttin 
leather into thongs. 
The liible tells 


us that Samson was hound with rope.* 
and that the spies sent by Joshua into 
Jericho woro let down in a basket, 
presumably by means of a rope. 


At Nimrud, Assyria, a carved slsil. 


showing the siege of a castle was 
found, on which a soldier was repre 
sented in the act of cutting a rope to 
which a bucket for drawing watet 
from a Trull outside the castle.walls 
was attached. 


The wire rope is generally considered 


a modern invention, a product of mod 
ern skill, and it will surprise many to 
learn that its manufacture is really a 
rediscovered lost art. 


Although the Assyrians practiced the 


art of wire beating, no evidence has 
been found to indicate that they used 
wire for making rope. 


The excavations at Pompeii have, 


however, brought to light a piece of 
bronze wire rope nearly fifteen feet 
long and about one inch in circumfer- 
ence. 
This rope is now in the Museo 


Borbonico at Naples. 
It consists of 


three strands laid spirally together, 
each strand being made up of fifteen 
wires twisted together, and its con- 
struction does not therefore 
differ 


greatly from that of wire ropes made 
today. Pompeii was buried A. D. 79, 
1,825 years ago, but how long wire 
ropes had been known it is impossible 
to tell, though, judging by the knowl- 
edge shown in the construction, it may 
be safely concluded that they had been 
know.n for a considerable time. 
The 


uses to which these ropes were put are 
not definitely known, but further ex- 
cavations may shed some light on the 
subject. 


As. to the use of rope tramways, it is 


said that they were in use as early as 
1G44.—Philadelphia Record.

It lies In the lielil ration, a sample of 
which he has received from 
Major 


W. It. Itarker at Nagasaki, one of tin 
American officers who are watching 
the war. 
Tin1 ration shows that the 


Japanese soldier can live and tight for 
a month on a food supply that weighs 
less than the daily ration of the Amer- 
ican soldier in i lie lielil. 


The lish received by (-ieneral Weston 


is about seven inches long and an inch 
and a half thick in the middle, dried 
until it resembles petritied wood. 
It 


weighs only twelve ounces, but Major 
Marker says it will sustain a Japanese 
soldier for seven days. 


When soldiers are on the march they 


eat the lish just sis it is. biting off small 
pieces, which are thoroughly masti 
cated, but when they are in camp the 
tish is shaved off in small slices and 
cooked with rice. 
The lish resembles 


a mackerel, but its Japanese mime is 
"mamibusbi." 
The lish is siboiit two 


feet long and thick and solid before 
preparation for the army ration. 
In 


preparing it for army use it is cut in 
two anil sleamed and dried alternately 
until it is reduced to about one-eighth 
of its original si/.e, with a correspond- 
ing reduction in weight. 


Kach Japanese 
soldier can carry 


enough fish and rice to last him three 
or four weeks, and a whole army can 
be made independent of the commis- 
ssiry trains that are indispensable in 
other armies. 


Dried tish is used only as a ration. 


The regular daily ration in the Japa- 
nese army consists of one and a half 
pounds of rice and half a pound of 
canned meat. 
The daily ration in the 


United States army weighs about four 
pounds, and the emergency ration is 
not a great deal lighter.
